Tokio, March 9.—The home office 
announced this afternoon that accord­ 
ing to latest advices 2,275 persons 
were killed in Monday’s earthquake 
in Central Japan and 3,441 injured. 
Houses numbering 3,606

stroyed by fire, 3,113 by the ’quake, 
158 were partly 
burned and 1,657 
damaged by the shock.
